Ont of Their Own Months. 

At la*t a monometallLi ha* attempted 
an argument against bimetallism. What 
i* more, lie i*an Englishman; and, what 
is *till more, he was a member of the 
gold and silver commission—the British 
raval commission -appointed in 1" ,; . 
•‘to inquire into the recent change* in 
the relative value* of the precious metal* 
show n by the decrease in the gold price 
of silver." This Englishman i* .-ur 
Thomas Henry Farrar. The London 
Times of September 21 contained a throe- 
column letter from him on bimetallism 
and the Indian mints. Instead of Open¬ 
ing the Indian mints again to the coin¬ 
age of silver rupee*, lie advocates the 
adoption of the gold standard for that 
country. He discusses at length the 
French and American proposal for in¬ 
ternational bimetallism at a fixed ratio. 
Of couiae, he doca not believe that 
“either the United State* or France, or 
both united, could possibly, hr opening 
the mints, create a demand for silver 
which would maintain its gold vuluc nt 
the ratio of I 'd to 1." 

Nevertheless. Lord Farrar felt called 
ujKvn to state wbat the effect of bimetal¬ 
lism would be if it succeeded in main¬ 
taining tha parity between the metals, 
or, as the banker* call it. "a par of ex¬ 
change" between gold and silver at the 
ratio of I 'd to 1. And here comes an 
astounding admission on the subject 
from as high an authority a* can be 
fuuml in Great Britain. The British 
commission consisted of twelve members, 
six of whom were uncompromising mo- 
uomeUlliaU, and the other six equally 
firm bimetallists. L*rd Farrar ws* one 
of the former.
